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Town firefighters join national strike 


FIREFIGHTERS in Harlow went 
on strike called by the Fire 
Brigades Union yesterday 
(Wednesday) in a national 
dispute over pensions. 

They set up a picket outside the 
town’s fire station in Fourth 
Avenue from noon until 4pm 

Firefighter Stefan Tanfield, 
speaking on behalf of his 
colleagues, said: “We are gutted 
that we have to go on strike. It is 
the last thing we wanted to be 
doing but the Government won’t 
listen. 

“Negotiations have been 
on-going for two years before we 
reached this point. It isn’t a 
decision we took lightly. 


“The changes have made a 
noticeable change in firefighters 
attitude. Time spent in the 
service is quite important and 
before, people would proudly say 
how long they had been in the 
job. Now people discuss how long 
they have left.” 

The FBU said the strike was say 
a “warning shot to the 
Government” over its members’ 
anger about making them work 
until they are 60 as well as an 
increase in compulsory 
contributions. 

Ministers say the action is 
unnecessary and the pension

Welfare service’s plea 
for court battle funds 


SUPPORTERS of Harlow’s threat¬ 
ened welfare rights and advice ser¬ 
vice this week launched a desperate 
plea for donations to fund its court 
battle after it was granted a tempo¬ 
rary stay of execution. 

The Friends of Harlow Welfare 
Rights said it needs £4,200 immedi¬ 
ately after Harlow Council’s applica¬ 
tion for a winding-up order was 
adjourned. 

A court deferred the council’s appli¬ 
cation for the order and ordered a full 
hearing on October 30. Now support¬ 
ers are asking for donations or tempo¬ 
rary loans to help them continue the 
fight. 

The long-established service was 
forced to close the doors of its East 
Gate offices nearly a year ago after the 
council terminated its contract with 
the service in a row over unpaid 
debts.

The council demanded payment of 
£125,000, rejecting offers of a phased 
repayment plan including an imme¬ 
diate payment of £60,000. 

HWRA trustees then lodged an 
application for a judicial review. 

Staff were made redundant late last 
year but a small team continued in a 
voluntary capacity to provide support 
and specialist debt and benefits 
advice to the town’s cash-strapped 
residents. 

After volunteering for several 
months they were eventually re¬ 
employed, only to be made redun¬ 
dant again following the council’s 
recent court action. 

The service has been offered free 
and low-cost assistance from legal 
experts. 


Jenny Smith, treasurer of FoHWRA, 
said this week: “Members pledged on 
Sunday to continue fundraising and 
all loans will be repaid. That could be 
before the end of the year if HWRA 
wins.” 

However, a council spopkesman 
said claims made by FoHWRA were 
“worryingly inaccurate and mislead¬ 
ing”. 

“There is no campaign against 
HWRA and no application for insol¬ 
vency has been made,” he said. “On 
September 5 the council and HWRA 
attended a registrar of the Bankr¬ 
uptcy and Companies Court for a 
short procedural hearing on the 
council’s petition to wind up HWRA. 
That is because HWRA is, and has 
been for many months prior to that 
hearing, insolvent. 

“At the hearing the registrar accept¬ 
ed the council’s application to wind 


up HWRA and set a date for a full 
hearing on October 30 at which the 
court will decide whether HWRA 
should be wound up and put into 
liquidation. 

“It would not have had to have peti¬ 
tioned for HWRA’s winding up had 
HWRA appointed a liquidator which, 
twice in December last year and once 
in January this year, it served formal 
High Court notices on the council of 
its intention to do so because it con¬ 
sidered that it was then, or was likely 
to become, insolvent.” 

Council leader Mark Wilkinson told 
the Star: “The fact remains that the 
organisation still owes Harlow 
Council £125,000 and the council has 
no choice but to take this action to 
recover taxpayers’ money 

“The council will continue to 
defend itself rigorously from any fur¬ 
ther legal action.”

offer is one of the most generous in the public 
sector. 

Mr Tanfield added: “A firefighter at 60 cannot 
perform to the level necessary and if we don’t 
pass those physical tests then we lose our jobs 
due to capability and up to two-thirds of our 
pension as a result. 

“We also pay one of the highest contributions 
to our pensions. I understand that belts need 
to be tightened but these changes are 
something we all feel is unfair.” 

Yesterday’s strike followed a vote in which 78 
per cent of Fire Brigade Union members voted 
in favour of industrial action. 

Mr Tanfied said: “If residents want to show 


their support then we would ask that people 
write to their MP stating they disagree with 
the changes. 

“Support from residents and pressure will be 
the things that help the Government return to 
negotiations,” he said. 

Keith Handscomb, FBU spokesman for East 
Anglia, said: “Responding to terrorist attacks, 
flash floods, rescuing people and their families 
from car, train and plane crashes - and of 
course fighting fires inside very hot, smoke- 
filled, burning buildings - is a dangerous, dirty 
and physically demanding job. 

“It’s not a job for the faint-hearted and, as the 
Government’s own expert evidence shows, it’s 
not a job firefighters can perform at the high 
fitness levels required up to the age of 60.” 


Harlow MP Robert Halfon told the Star: “I 
have been to Harlow Fire Station and met with 
fire officers and have enormous admiration for 
what they do and in particular the courage 
and dedication that they show in their work. 

“Someone did mention these pension 
changes to me while I was there and I have 
tried to represent their views in Parliament as 
much as I can. I understand the frustration but 
the difficulties are in terms of cost and the 
state of the country financially. 

“The Government have changed original 
proposals and I hope that negotiations 
continue. There is a balance to strike because 
of the finances of the country but I will 
continue to try and represent these views as 
much as I can.” 


Masked muggers 
threaten group of 
friends with knife 

SIX people were threatened 
with a knife by two robbers - 
one of them wearing a clown 
mask - in Harlow Town Park. 

The three men and three 
women were sitting near the 
bandstand when they were 
approached by two masked 
men at about 10.30pm on 
Monday. 

They were told to hand 
over their mobile phones 
and when one refused he 
was threatened with a large 
kitchen knife. 

Two of the victims handed 
over their phones, a black 
iPhone4 and a black 
Samsung Galaxy S2, before 
the two thieves ran off in 
the direction of The 
Greyhound pub in School 
Lane. 

One of the suspects is 
black, about 5ft 7in tall, in 
his early 20s and with a 
muscular build. He was 
wearing a white clown mask 
and a grey tracksuit with 
hooded top. 

The other is white, in his 
late teens or early 20s, about 
5ft 5in tall and with a pale 
complexion and tightly 
curled blond hair. He was 
wearing a balaclava and an 
unzipped sweatshirt with a 
hood. 

Anyone who saw the two 
men around the area or 
running off, or who has 
other information about the 
robbery should detectives 
at Harlow police station on 
101 . 


Family’s warning 
over alarm service

THE family of a pensioner who fell 
at home after suffering a stroke has 
warned of a problem with the 
Telecare alarm system which offers 
round-the-clock support to the 
elderly and vulnerable. 

When Ann New (90) suffered the 
stroke at her home in Spencers 
Croft, Harlow, she fell heavily, 
knocking her telephone off 
its base. 

She pressed the careline 
button she wore around 
her neck to alert staff at the 
response centre she was in 
difficulty but there was no 
response because the phone 
was off the hook and she 
could not replace it. 

It was only when a passing neigh¬ 
bour heard her shouts an hour later 
that an ambulance was called. She 
was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital where sadly she died a few 
days later. 

This week Mrs New’s daughter, 
Sheila O’Neill, said: “My mother had 
a bad stroke in bed and as she fell she 
knocked the table and knocked off 
the phone. 

“She pushed the beeper like she 
had been told by us. She could see 
the phone but couldn’t move. She 
kept pressing it but it was only when 
a man walked past and heard her 
that she was able to get help. 

“Nobody had told us that if the 
phone isn’t working or engaged the

'careline wouldn’t work. 
We weren’t aware and we 
want to warn people that 
this is the case.” 

Mrs O’Neill (53), of Little 
Cattins, added: “This is marketed to 
the elderly and vulnerable and she, 
nor we, were ever told that if the 
phone is off the hook it does not 
work. It’s a 25-year-old system and 
people should be aware of this. 

“The people I have spoken to in 
regards to the home help system have 
just said that it doesn’t happen very 
often and thousands of lives are 
saved which is great. But if there’s 
even a few people who have had to 
wait in an emergency or died as a 
result, then something should be 
done.” 

Councillor Rod Truan, Harlow 
Council’s cabinet portfolio holder 
for housing, said: “Our thoughts are 


with the family at this time. 

“A telephone being knocked of its 
hook in this manner is an extremely 
rare incident. However we are rem¬ 
inding all Telecare users and their 
next of kin of the health and safety 
information which ensures that if the 
system is ever needed that it works. 
We will be sending out letters this 
week. 

“All lifeline alarm units available 
on the market work in the same way 
via a telephone and powered by elec¬ 
tricity. 

“If the telephone is off the hook for 
any reason the system won’t work 
and although there are back-up bat¬ 
teries in the unit in case of a power 
cut the electric socket powering the 
unit must never be switched off. 

“The alarm should also be regularly 
tested by the user at least once a 
month.”

Cameron Smith (18), of Waltham 
Abbey, has pleaded not guilty to five 
rapes, two sex assaults, one assault by 
penetration and one of inciting a child 
under 16 to carry out sexual activity. 

During the trial at Chelmsford Crown 
Court the prosecution claimed that on 
one occasion the girl had used her 


mobile phone to record what was hap¬ 
pening, during which time she is said 
to have told Smith ‘I want you to go’ 
and to ‘get out’. 

But when he was questioned by police 
after being arrested, Smith denied the 
voice on the 90-second recording was 
him. The court was told that experts 
said there is no certainty that the voice 
on the recording is that of Smith. 

Detective Constable Tara Barnes, the 
officer in charge of the case, said there 


were no “voice description”, no voice 
parade and no representative of the 
defence present during the playing of 
the tape for witnesses. 

During the trial the jury heard that 
raunchy photographs of the alleged 
victim had been found on her mobile 
phone and she had sent them to a teen¬ 
age boy. 

Smith has declined to give evidence 
in his own defence. The case contin¬ 
ues. 


Paralympian takes 
on extreme course

HARLOW Paralympian athlete Anne 
Wafula Strike completed a gruelling 
12-mile obstacle course which 
included jumping over fire, crawling 
through mud and wading in icy 
water to raise funds for charity. 

The wheelchair-bound athlete man¬ 
aged to take on and complete the 
Tough Mudder challenge in Wales 
which featured obstacles designed by 
British Special Forces. 

Anne, who took on the endurance 
course with her team to raise funds- 
for AbleChild Africa - a charity that 
supports young people living with a 
disability in Africa. 

“It was very exhausting and exciting 
and my body is still aching but it was 
hugely rewarding,” she said.. 

“I decided to tackle the Tough 
Mudder as I know it is a difficult chal¬ 
lenge. I wanted to highlight how dif¬ 
ficult it is to be disabled in Africa, 
where some people do not have 
wheelchairs and have to crawl on 
their hands and knees, some who are 
locked away like animals in cages 

“It is horrible and it inspired me to 
carry on when it go difficult.” 

Anne and her team of 12 completed 
the course in around seven hours and 
are hoping to raise £10,000. The ath¬ 
lete used a specially adapted wheel¬ 
chair provided by in2outdoormobili- 
ty to tackle the challenge. 

The mother-of-one paid tribute to 
her teammates without whom she 
said she would not have been able to 
complete the challenge. 

“It was teamwork;, without them I 
could not have finished. We all 
worked hard and worked together to 
get across that finish line. 

“The Mud Mile was probably the 
hardest part, it seemed to go on for¬ 
ever. It was difficult but we all fin¬ 
ished as a team. 

“The organisers even told us that we 
were one of the best teams to ever 
have completed the course. 

“I’m very proud of them and of 


myself. Being in a wheelchair and 
being able to do that is incredible.” 

Anne’s wheelchair racing coach Ken 
Day and Mark Macciochi, who works 
at Harlow LeisureZone and who has 
completed the Tough Mudder course 
himself, helped prepare her both 
mentally and physically. 

She said: “Ken and Mark were a huge 
help and helped prepare me for the 
challenge. I had to be mentally strong. 


“The human mind and good sup¬ 
port can go a long way and I had a 
good team and a great cause to inspire 
me. 

“AbleChild Africa is a great but small 
charity and they do a lot for disabled 
people.”

Film fans reel back years 
with memories of cinema 


T HERE seem to be a lot of film 
fans in Harlow judging by the 
number of Nostalgia readers who 
have shared their memories of the 
town’s first two cinemas - the 
Regent at Templefields and the 
Odeon in West Gate. 

June Delacour (82), of Altham 
Grove, remembers taking her son 
to the Odeon when it first opened. 

“I remember taking my son there 
quite a lot,” she said. “There was a 
big star at the top of the block of 
flats in town and it was all lit up. I 
remember it quite clearly but 
nobody knew what it was at first. 

“There was also a cinema down 
near the factories in Templefields 
and I used to take my son to that 
cinema before the Odeon opened. I 
had to give him a piggyback back 
home to Canons Gate once!” 

June added: “The Odeon was 
bringing entertainment to the 
town. Back then, people used to go 
to The Stow as there were only a 
few shops in the centre.” 

Ron Johnson, of Radburn Close, 
said: “In 1960 I left school and 
started work at Elremco Ltd based 
at Bush Fair. They paid for my 
further education at Harlow 
College for one day and one 
evening a week. 

“As I lived in Nazeing and my 
only form of transport was a

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bicycle, on the evenings when I was 
due to go to the college I often used 
to go to the Odeon to while away 
the time between leaving work and 
starting my evening class. There 
wasn’t enough time to cycle home 
to Nazeing, have something to eat, 
andthen cycle back to Harlow. 

“I used to chain my bike to a 
lamppost outside the cinema. In 
those days the road used to bisect 
the town centre, passing right 
outside the cinema. 

“I’m ashamed to admit that 
sometimes, if the film was very 
good, I would stay and watch it to 
the end rather than leave halfway 
through to go to my evening class.” 

Nostalgia reader Glenn Symonds- 
Geniau emailed in. He said: “I 
remember going to Saturday 
morning pictures there from 1967 
from the age of five with my older 
brother and friends. 

“It was a great treat in those days. 
The programme consisted of 
Woody Woodpecker, The Three 
Stooges, a film and to finish of 
Flash Gordon. 

“We all had a singalong to start 
with and even had the National 
Anthem which we all stood up for.” 

Moyna Strowman, who also got 


in touch by email, was part of the 
Odeon’s opening night choir. 

She said: “I was in the choir that 
sung on the opening night, as were 
my sister and brother. We attended 
Tanys Dell School and the school 
was asked to provide a choir to sing 
the National Anthem. 

“We sat right down the front on 
the left hand side. One abiding 
memory is the ceiling lights; they 
were like a spray fan - so modern, 
with coloured light bulbs. 

“My parents attended the 
opening night ,too. The film Follow 
A Star was wonderful and raised 
much laughter.” 

But 73-year-old Roy Whittle 
remembers Harlow’s very first 
cinema - The Regent in 
Templefields. 

He said: “Harlow did have the 
first cinema after the Second World 
War but it was The Regent. It was in 
Templefields in the factory estate. 

“I came to Harlow in 1952 and if 
my memory serves me right it was 
the Regent in South Road which 
was open until sometime in 1956.”

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Super-hub 
airport ‘is 
not viable’ 


ESSEX County Council has 
warned the commission looking 
into the future of aviation in the 
south-east against proposals for 
an “unwanted and unviable” 
super-airport at Stansted. 

It has instead called for greater 
focus on realistic, affordable and 
practical options that will allow 
“sensible growth” in Essex. 

The Airports Commission, 
chaired by economist Sir Howard 
Davies, has been asked by the 
Government to look into whether 
the UK needs more airport capac¬ 
ity in order to cope with increased 
demand for air travel. 

It has been asked to make short¬ 
term recommendations by the 
end of December and to provide a 
long-term plan when it submits 
its final report in the summer of 
2015 - after the next General 
Election. 

Earlier this summer Stansted’s 
owner, Manchester Airports 
Group, agreed with London 
mayor Boris fohnson that four 
runways at Stansted was one 
solution to the capacity issue 
while stressing that making full 
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use of the low-cost base’s 35 mil¬ 
lion passengers-a-year single¬ 
runway capacity is the priority. 

In a report published on 
Tuesday, the county council said 
that proposals such asd closing 
Heathrow and building five-run¬ 
way “super-hub airports”, either 
at Stansted or in the Thames 
Estuary, would be too costly and 
disruptive to deliver. 

Essex County Council leader 
David Finch said: “The UK does 
not have the time or the money to 
waste on unpractical or undeliv¬ 
erable schemes that could suck 
up a sum of taxpayers’ money 
equivalent to twice the UK’s 
defence budget. 

“Any proposal for a giant super¬ 
hub airport at Stansted is com¬ 
pletely unacceptable to the coun¬ 
cil and Essex residents.” 

While the county council said it 
supports sensible growth at 
Stansted, it does not believe the 
case for a second runway exists at 
the moment.

Fundraiser Sam is

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UP until the birth of his son Ralph in May 
2011, life for Sam Snelling was relatively 
normal. 

But all that changed when his baby boy 
swallowed meconium - the early faeces of a 
newborn - causing his lungs to collapse and 
his kidneys to fail. 

He spent six days fighting for his life in the 
neo-natal intensive care unit at Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital receiving round- 
the-clock care. 

Fortunately, he pulled through and soon 
after Sam (30), of Victoria Gate, Harlow, 
began fundraising on behalf of the unit that 
saved his son’s life. 

He started with a charity run and leg and 
armpit waxing. Within the first year Sam and 
his wife Nina (30) managed to raise £3,000. 

The couple continued fundraising and this 
year he set a target of £4,000 to bring the total 
to £7,000. But so far Sam’s Mission - as he 
calls his fundraising challenge - has raised 
£8,500. 

“It has been unbelievable,” he said. “It just 
amazes me so much; it’s been really 
incredible.

Bus roadshow turns spotlight 
on Gilston Park housing plans 


DEVELOPERS behind proposals to 
build 10,000 homes of farmland on 
countryside to the north of Harlow 
took their plans on the road on board a 
touring double decker bus. 

Developers Places for People brought 
the roadshow to Harlow and Sawbridge- 
worth on Friday and Saturday as part of 
a public consultation campaign. 

The bus first stopped off at Sainsbury’s 
in Fifth Avenue on Friday and the fol¬ 
lowing day moved on to Market Square 
after having first visited Sawbridge- 
worth. 

A team of Places for People staff was 
on board to discuss the proposals for the 
Gilston Park Estate which have been 
labelled a scaled-down version of the 
original Harlow North scheme. 

The plans, which if successful will take 
up to 17 years to come to fruition, show 
a number of self-sufficient villages with 
small green wedges surrounding a large 
park. They also include new primary 
and secondary schools, a health centre, 
leisure centre and retirement homes. 

PfP director Mary Parsons said: “We 
had some really constructive, positive 
feedback. 

“What we want to make sure is that 
residents know what we are really pro¬ 
posing. These aren’t the plans from 10 
years ago; it is a different approach. 

“We have taken on board what people 
have talked to us about, we changed our 
plans, we listened to concerns about 
roads, hospitals and schools and we 
have addressed them. It is a long-term

plan and we are committed in the 
investment of Harlow’s regeneration 
and we know we can deliver a fantastic 
place for people to live.” 

She added: “I understand the concerns 
but people need homes and this is a 
really good way to help solve that which 
is why we are committed to this project 
because of the opportunities it will 
bring and the difference it will make to 
thousands of lives.” 

The plans have gained cross-party 
support in Harlow and among visitors to 
the bus on Friday were Labour county 
councillor Tony Durcan and Conser- 
vatice district councillor Simon Carter. 

Cllr Durcan said: “We really welcome 
this new initiative to bring plans of the 
proposals to the people of Harlow to 
understand exactly what can happen to 
help revitalise and regenerate the town. 

“Growth in the north of Harlow has 
always been a part of our growth agenda 
and we liked the original plans for 
Harlow North, but we love these new 
proposals.” 

Cllr Carter added: “We have a real 
opportunity for growth with these plans 
and we really like that these proposals 
mirror [Harlow masterplanner ] Sir 
Frederick Gibberd’s designs. 

“It is more of what Harlow is with small 
communities and we think it is a major 
improvement on the original propos¬ 
als.”

Crane operator Tristam 
loves living the high life 


TELEVISION viewers are being given an insight into the 
working life of a crane operator from Sawbridgeworth. 

Tristam Mayes, who has lived in The Forebury for nine 
years, appeared in BBC2’s documentary The Crane Gang 
broadcast on Sunday and again this Sunday. 

The 31-year-old, originally from Coopersale in Epping, 
believes the programme - which is part of the channel’s 
Modern Times series - will be an opportunity for the 
public to learn more about cranes as well as how 
different life is for those who operate them. 

“It’s good for the public to see because the cranes are 
interesting if you’re into heavy machinery and it’s also 
good for them to see the totally different way of life [for 
crane operators],” he said. 

Tristam is often away from his wife and their three 
children - Dailey (8), Ashton (6) and Darcey (seven 
months) - for weeks or even months at a time. 

“It’s one of the worst things about this job,” said 
Tristam. “I love cranes, it’s in my blood, but you don’t 
get a social life. I’ve been away for my kids’ birthdays 
before. Obviously I’ve made it up when I’ve got back, but 
it’s a hard life.” 

Tristam, whose father was also a crane operator, has 
travelled across Europe in order to work and once went 
as far as Uruguay. Despite that, he has other ambitions 
in life which he still harbours hope of fulfilling. 

“I wanted to be a pilot,” he said. “I started lessons 
when I was younger but I still need to finish. I am still a 
member at North Weald Airfield.”

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E-fit clue to mobility scooter bag thief 



POLICE have this week issued an 
e-fit of a man they want to question 
over the theft of a handbag from a 
woman in a mobility scooter.

He had short dark hair 
and was wearing blue jeans and a 
dark blue jacket with reflective 
stripes.

Man sentenced to 
jail for ‘handgun’ 
scare walks free 


A MAN who sparked a major 
police alert in Harlow after he 
was seen holding what app¬ 
eared to be a handgun has 
this week been jailed for six 
months. 

But because of the time 
Polish-born Tomasz Witczak 
has already spent in custody 
waiting for his case to come to 
court, he was freed immedi¬ 
ately on licence. 

Witczak (36), whose address 
was given as the homelessness 
charity Streets2Homes at 
Wych Elm, pleaded guilty to 
possession of an imitation 
firearm. 

Mark Lakin, prosecuting, 
told Chelmsford Crown Court 
the incident happened on the 
morning of June 18 this year. 

“A man was on his way 
through a wooded area in the

area of The Hides, Harlow,” 
said Mr Lakin. “Four people 
were drinking alcohol sitting 
down on a grassed area and 
saw this defendant holding 
what appeared to be a real 
handgun. 

“Witczak appeared to be 
looking at it but when he saw 
the man he covered over the 
gun with a jacket. After walk¬ 
ing away, the witness called 
the police.” 

Armed officers were sent to 
the scene and the police heli¬ 
copter was scrambled. 

“Witczak was seen with 
three others still in the wood¬ 
ed area and was seen to get up, 
pick up a red bag and throw it 
into nearby bushes and went 


back to the group,” said Mr 
Lakin. “Police found the bag 
and inside was the gun.” 

When he was questioned by 
police, Witczak claimed that a 
couple of minutes before 
being arrested he was 
approached by two Russian 
males who handed him the 
weapon saying it was broken. 

However, he was shown a 
12-minute CCTV recording 
from the helicopter during 
which no-one approached 
him. 

Examination of the gun by a 
forensic scientist showed it 
was a Taiwanese 6mm BB gas- 
powered air pistol with four 
yellow ball bearings but was 
not capable of being fired. 

There was no gas and when 
re-filled with gas “it flowed 
out”, said Mr Lakin.

Why bankruptcy is the most 
serious of all debt solutions 


THE third option in our series on debt solutions 
is bankruptcy. This is a court order and it is not 
cheap. 

You need £525 for the Official Receiver and 
£175 in court fees, although you may not have 
to pay some or any of the court fee depending 
on your financial circumstances. 

There are two ways you can become bankrupt: 
you either apply yourself or another person or a 
company makes you bankrupt. 

The main condition is that you owe a minimum of 
£750 that you cannot pay. You don’t have to owe it 
to just one creditor as multiple creditors can add 
their debts together to reach the minimum. 

The procedure itself is straightforward. The court 
will decide whether to make you bankrupt. It may 
not do so if there appears to be a better alternative 
to solving your debt problem. 



If bankruptcy is decided, all your affairs are dealt 
with by a ‘trustee’ who can be an official receiver or 
an insolvency practitioner. If any money is raised 
by, for example, selling your assets then their fees 
will be paid first. 

Bankruptcy is probably the most serious of debt 
solutions as, depending on your circumstances, it 
can be very helpful or a big problem. 

The biggest advantage is that most of your debts 
will be written off as far as you are concerned ... 
but it can be at a price. If you are qualified in some 
professions it could mean the end of your career. 

If you rent your home your tenancy may have a 
clause about bankruptcy that could mean that your 
landlord could terminate the contract. 

Owner-occupiers may have their homes sold to 
release cash to go towards paying debts. Anything 
that has a realisable value can be sold although you 
are allowed to keep tools or a vehicle for work and 
household effects such as furniture and clothing. 

Any assets such as a home, car or other valuables 
that you have given away or sold at well below their 
true value in the previous five years can be claimed 
back for resale. 

Future private and occupational pensions are now 
mostly safe under new rules in August this year.

Feeling the benefits 
of green therapy 


WE ALL feel better after an hour or two 
of gardening; the fresh air, the exercise 
and the simple joy of being surrounded 
by beautiful flowers and the fruits of our 
labour. 

But for some people, the benefits go 
even further. 

"A garden can help people living 
with dementia,” says Jeremy Hughes, 
Alzheimer's Society chief executive. 
"They can enjoy socialising, as well 
as taking part in physical activity and 
stimulating the senses, all of which 
greatly improve their wellbeing." 

The regularity of nurturing plants 
on a daily basis also adds structure to 
the day of those living with dementia, 
while being involved in gardening 
activities like sowing seeds and watering 
plants gives a better sense of control, 
the society says. The cycle of sowing, 
nurturing, growing and harvesting 
plants, vegetables and flowers helps 
give a better perception of their lives. 
Also, the delicate nature of some 
gardening activities can help to maintain 
or improve fine motor skills and increase 
spatial awareness. 

Garden activities can also help those 
with dementia talk about their past 
lives by reminding them about similar 
activities when they were younger, 
for example what plants, flowers or 
vegetables they used to grow. 

Research shows that gardening can

also help the wellbeing of younger 
people with early onset dementia. 

"Younger people with dementia 
want and need activities which are 
stimulating, fulfilling and productive 
because they are still seeking activities 
which mimic the workplace model,” says 
Jill Walton, support group co-ordinator 
at the Frontotemporal Dementia 
Support Group (www.ftdsg.org), which 
provides support and information to 
carers of young people with dementia. 

Thrive, a national charity supporting 
horticultural therapy, holds a database 
of around 900 garden projects in the 
UK and can put you in touch with a 
project in your local area (www.thrive. 
org.uk or 0118 988 5688). 

These larger projects are clearly 
wonderful, but for many people, 
gardening at home is where the real 
therapy lies. Indeed, recent research by 
the Alzheimer's Society, in partnership 
with Homebase, discovered 83% of 
people with dementia want to live in 
their own homes for as long as possible; 
so how can you create a home garden, 
or modify an existing one, to give 
people with dementia the greatest 
therapy? 


through introducing plants which are 
soft to touch such as lambs' ears or 
bunny tails, an ornamental grass which 
is soft and fluffy. 

Of course, it's wise to remove 
dangerous plants as dementia sufferers 
may not recall which plants are 
poisonous or irritate their skin. Similarly, 
any plants with thorns or which may 
sting should be removed from the 
garden altogether. 

If new plants are needed, select these 
with the person living with dementia. 
They may have favourites which bring 
back memories of happy times. Go to 
the garden centre and let the dementia 
sufferer physically handle the plants, 
flowers and gardening items which may 
trigger memories more effectively than 
looking at pictures. 

For many of us, gardening is an 
enjoyable pastime - but for others it's 
a lifeline.

Thrive recommends straightforward 
way-finding: the layout of paths - 
essentially a loop - could take the visitor 
on a journey and return them to the 
starting point, while specimen trees and 
features such as pergolas, sculptures, 
bird tables and large pots can act as 
landmarks. 

Create a series of places to sit, with 
focal points to look at. 

These should also be 
protected from bright 
sunlight, chilling winds 
and deep shade, perhaps 
introducing a canopy 
or a parasol to prevent 
exposure to the elements. 

Use gentle changes 
rather than strong 
contrasts. For example, 
avoid strong shadows on 
paths, which might look 
like holes, abrupt changes 
in paving materials which 
may look like steps, or 
reflective materials which 
might look like water. These might give 
rise to general confusion and agitation 
and also present fall hazards. 

When adding a walkway, Alzheimer's 
Society (www.alzheimers.org.uk) 
recommends paths which are constant, 
such as a figure of eight, as paths with 
abrupt endings can disorientate people 
with dementia. 


Stimulate all of the senses all year 
round with colourful, fragrant plants 
and flowers, water features and wind 
chimes. 

Scents can often create memories, so 
introduce plants to the garden that have 
great smells, such as lavender, rosemary, 
mint or thyme. 

Sensory experience can be increased

PRISONERS

ALTHOUGH it ultimately lacks the courage 
of its twisted convictions, Prisoners is a 
provocative thriller about a father who takes 
justice into his own hands when his little girl 
is abducted. 

The subsequent quest for answers and 
reconciliation, regardless of the horrific 
consequences, will strike a deep chord with 
parents. 

Desperate times call for desperate 
measures and when authorities fail to 
solve the case, Aaron Guzikowski's script 
pulls no punches as it depicts the father's 
transformation from doting family man to 
snarling judge, jury and executioner. 

The film begins with Keller Dover (Hugh 
Jackman, pictured) out hunting with his 


teenage son, Ralph (Dylan Minnette). 

When they return home with a slain deer, 
the entire Dover clan including wife Grace 
(Maria Bello) and daughter Anna (Erin 
Gerasimovich), head over to the home of 
neighbours Franklin (Terence Howard) and 
Nancy Birch (Viola Davis) for Thanksgiving 
lunch. 

Soon after Anna and the Birch's girl Eliza 
(Zoe Soul) disappear to look for a missing 
whistle and never return. 

The two sets of parents are distraught 
and Ralph remembers a suspicious RV 
parked down the road. Detective Loki (Jake 
Gyllenhaal) and local police arrest the driver 
- Alex Jones (Paul Dano) - who has the 
mental age of a 10-year-old. 

Without any evidence to link Alex to the 
crime, police are forced to let their prime 
suspect go back into the care of his mother, 
Holly (Melissa Leo). So Keller kidnaps Alex at 
gunpoint and holds the young man hostage. 


Prisoners is technically polished and 
director Denis Villeneuve composes some 
stunning images. Aaron Guzikowski's script 
pushes Keller to the edge of the abyss and 
then curiously leaves him standing there 
for the final hour, throwing in numerous 
plot twists and another suspect (David 
Dastmalchian) to delay the father's fall from 
grace. 

Jackman is mesmerising as a protector 
willing to ignore his moral compass to 
reunite his fractured family while Gyllenhaal 
invests his rebellious cop with an array of 
twitches and ticks that hint at rage bubbling 
beneath the surface. 

The excessive running time might put off 
some audiences, but patience is rewarded 
with fine performances and a slick final act 
that ties up most of the loose threads.

TAKING its title from a hand in poker that is vastly 
improved by other cards on the table, Runner Runner \s 
a slick yet soulless thriller set in the high-stakes world 
of online gambling. 

When Wall Street wizard Richie Furst (Justin 
Timberlake) loses his high-salary job and entire fortune, 
he returns to university to gain his Masters in Finance. 
He pays his way as an affiliate for gambling websites, 
introducing fellow students as new players for a small 
commission. 

When the Dean (Bob Gunton) learns about this 
enterprise, he threatens Richie with expulsion. So 
the risk-taking student transfers his earnings into an 
account on the Midnight Black poker website and 
attempts to win his tuition fees. 

The gamble doesn't pay off and Richie identifies 
peculiar betting patterns in his losing games, which two 
classmates (Ben Schwartz, Oliver Cooper) confirm must 
be the result of insider betting. He travels to the Costa 
Rican headquarters of Midnight Black and confronts 
owner Ivan Block (Ben Affleck) about the irregularities. 

Impressed with Richie's bravado, Block offers him a 
high-powered job within the company, tightening up 
online security and identifying glitches in the system. 
Richie rises swiftly through the ranks and sparks a 
dangerous attraction to Block's personal assistant, 
Rebecca Shafran (Gemma Arterton). 

When Richie's implicated in Block's wrong-doing, 
the newcomer must decide whether to align himself 
with an FBI agent (Anthony Mackie), who is intent on 
bringing down the Midnight Black empire. 

Runner Runner is an enjoyable yet lightweight tale of 
corporate skulduggery that lacks both directorial brio 
and verbal fireworks. 

Timberlake loses his top in early scenes for no obvious 
reason other than to shamelessly appeal to his fan 
base while Affleck looks like he's still shell-shocked 
from winning the Oscar for Argo and dials in a minimal 
performance,

I T’S hard to imagine a more 
punishing setting for a first drive 
than eastern Russia, where the 
surfaces are so badly maintained 
that a single wheel out of place can 
mean the end of the road. 

Yet that is exactly where Mazda 
let me get my hands on the new 
Mazda 3 hatchback for the first 
time, as eight identical cars made 
their way across the widest 
country in the world. 

This was a desperately tricky 
place for Mazda to introduce a car. 
Even the local drivers along the 
route were strewn like cannon 
fodder across the roadsides, all 
victims of the insanely large 
potholes and roller coaster-sque, 
frequently sunken highway. 

So why did they do it? One reason 
might be that among the hordes of 
decades-old Ladas and Cold War- 
era vans, the curvaceous Mazdas 
stood out like Miss World 
contestants in a working farmyard. 

Their flowing shape, purposeful 
front end styling and silhouettes 
reminiscent of the Ferrari FF gave 
the convoy something that 
passers-by couldn’t help but stare 


at. 

The new ‘3’ continues the firm’s 
‘Kodo’ design theme, which means 
‘soul of motion’. The result is 
stand-out styling, with the 
exception of the curiously long 
front overhang and the tiny 
16-inch alloys fitted to these cars. 

In truth, the upgraded 18-inch 
wheels that are set to be more 
popular in the UK simply wouldn’t 
have survived the disintegrating 
Russian roads. 

A long-looking bonnet and a 
backwards-slung passenger area 
give the ‘3’ a distinctly shooting 


brake style profile, which in turn 
presents a premium first 
impression. It’s dimmed by those 
small wheels, though, and it needs 
the 18s to look right. 

Things are still recognisably 
Japanese on the inside, with a 
mixture of sensible black plastics, 
hard-wearing surfaces and logical 
layouts all designed to satisfy 
previous Mazda, Toyota and 
Nissan buyers. But it’s definitely a 
more appealing place to sit for fans 
of European brands, with a greater 
emphasis on style. 

It’s a subtle improvement of 


shapes and finishes, but it doesn’t 
push too far in any one direction 
and the net result is a very likeable 
interior. Some of the textures 
should be treated with care, 
though, because their coarse 
finish naturally rubs skin away 
and develops pale patches. 

Passengers are catered for 
reasonably well, with good 
legroom available in all seats and a 
light, airy feel in the front seats. 
The one criticism is for the heavily 
shaped rear bodywork, which cuts 
down on available light in the rear 
seats and makes it feel a little more 


cramped back there than it really 
is. 

Behind the wheel, drivers are 
treated to a typically excellent 
Mazda driving position, partly 
inherited from the MX-5 sports 
car. It’s easy to drop into the 
reasonably high seats, where you 
can then use the large range of 
adjustment in the seat and 
steering column to get 
comfortable 

The mid-range 118bhp 2.0-litre 
petrol engine employs Mazda’s 
amazing SkyActiv technology to 
record fuel consumption and C02 
emissions scarcely believable for 
its type, but in this trim there’s no 
getting away from its lack of low- 
down urge. A 165bhp edition is on 
the way, but this one is best 
limited to gentle running about, 
and is at least very quiet and 
smooth, with a positive gear 
change and nicely weighted 
pedals. 

Arguably the most impressive 
aspect of the car on this first drive 
was the way it handled the 
shocking road quality. Its 
suspension soaked up everything 
without becoming crashy, even 
managing better than expected
